Claim 1 , at the end of the claim, after the phrase - electrographic printer — add - ;wherein the 

converting step comprises converting the image to a binary digital bitmap and the reassigning 

step comprises reassigning the binary digital values to multi-bit digital values. 

Claim 8, at the end of the claim, after the phrase ~ toner consumption- add ~ ; wherein the 

converting step comprises converting the image to a binary digital bitmap and the reassigning 

step comprises reassigning the binary digital values to multi-bit digital values. 

Claim 14, at the end of the claim, after the phrase --electrographic printer ~ add ~ ;wherein the 

reassigning step comprises reassigning multiple interior pixel values. 

Claim 16, at the end of the claim, after the phrase - consumption of the printer - add ~ ;wherein 
reassigning comprises decreasing the value of interior pixels 
with respect to edge pixels. 

Claim 23, at the end of the claim, after the phrase - toner consumption - add ~ ; Wherein 
converting comprises converting the image to a binary digital bitmap and the reassigning step 
comprises reassigning the binary digital values to multi-bit digital values. 
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2. Claims 2, 9, 15, 19 and 24 are cancelled by this Examiner's amendment. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-14, 16-18, 20-23, 25-29 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Matsukubo et al (Pub. No. : US 20050262049) fails to suggest 
or disclose the collective features of the invention such as: " wherein the converting step 
comprises converting the image to a binary digital bitmap and the reassigning step comprises 
reassigning the binary digital values to multi-bit digital values" These features along with the rest 
of the claims limitations would render the claims allowable.
